GERMAN NAVAL INCREASES. 

Severe Criticisms or the Kaiser's Demar 
In This Direction. 

Behi.in, Feb. 13.— Emperor William's 
remarks at a parliamentary dinner Riven 
by Dr. Miquel, minister of finance, 
strongly urging that the strength of the 
German navy be increased, andadvocat- 
ing a coalition of the Conservatives, Im- 
perialists and National Liberals in order 
to carry out this patriotic work, Lave 
been commented upon throughout the 
empire, and the newspapers point out 
that it is evidently the life dream of His 
Majesty to make Germany as powerful at 
sea as Bhe is on land. But all the 
papers, even the Conservative organs, 
maintain this dream is unrealizable, and 
the Centrists, as the strongest party in 
the reichstag, are deeply offended at be- 
ing omitted by the Emperor in his list 
of national parties. The leading Centrist 
organ, the Yolks Zeitung.says definitely 
that the Centrists will not support "such 
inflated naval plana," adding, " and if 
the reichstag is dissolved for rejecting 
them the elections will only put 
the government in a worse position. 
The election cry of new vessels 
and new taxes spelf a sure defeat for the 
government. Let the Conservatives and 
the National Liberals consolidate. They 
will still be powerless." The Agrarian 
mouthpiece, tho Deutsche Tuges fi- 
tting, also flatly denounces the naval 
scheme. It claims that the national 
partiea will only unite under the banner 
of Agrarianism.

London, Feb. 13.— The government 
haB decided not to merit the reproach of 
last session failing to use the Conserva- 
tive majority, and will apply the closure 
to the educational bill debate not later 
than Wednesday, even if obliged to ap- 
ply the closure to Sir William Vernon 
Harcourt, the Liberal lender. 

The resignation of Lord Rosemead, 
better known as Sir Hercules Robinson, 
governor of the Cape of Good Hope and 
high commissioner to South Africa, is in 
the hands of the Secretary of State for 
the Colonies, Hon. Mr. Chamberlain. 

The Society of Arts Iuib instituted a 
series of papers upon the expansion of 
tho Empire during the Victorian era. 
The first of the series, upon the colonies 
of Great Britain as a whole, was read by 
Sir Charles Dilke lust week, the Earl of 
Jersey being in the chair. A second pa- 
per, upon the growth of Canada, will be 
read by Mr. J. G. Colnier, secretary to 
the Canadian office in London, on Feb- 
ruary 10. The Marquis of Lome will 
preside. Mr. Colmer'B paper will deal 
largely with the quaint manners and 
customs and the more or lesa primitive 
life of the colony in 183" contrasted with 
the conditions in 1897. 

To celebrate the Queen's jubilee the 
teetotalers propose to secure a million 
additional signatures to the pledge alone. 
On a selected day every home in Eng- 
land will be visited by their canvassers. 
Tho Queen is patroness of tho move- 
ment. The Prince of Wales' diamond 
jubilee scheme to extinguish the annual 
deficit in the London hospitals has been 
taken up with enthusiasm by the press, 
and the Daily Telegraph's shilling fund, 
which started on Monday, now amounts 
to 100,000 shillings and is increasing 
daily by about 5,000 shillings. All the 
other papers are also receiving contribu- 
tions. 

Much interest is taken in the prom- 
ised volume from Mr. Gladstone on the 
subject of the Papal bull on Anglican 
orders. Mr. Gladstone in announcing 
the fact says: " I leave to properly 
qualified persons the exposure of the 
Pope's feeble arguments. 1 oiler a few 
comments upon theetrange want of fore- 
thought, courage and prudence he ex- 
hibited." 

Great preparations have been made at 
Dublin to welcome Mr. John Redmond 
on his return from the United States. 
He ib confidently looked to in many 
onarters to materially contribute to- 
wards the settling of differences among 
the Irish members of parliament. The 
ituatioii has been cleared to some ex- 
lent by the absolute refusal of Mr. Sex- 
ton to resume the leadership. 

The British Arctic explorers are pre- 
paring a present to Dr. Nansenof 10 vol- 
umes bound in navy blue, being all the 
looks on Arctic exploration published in 
Great Britain. No one is allowed to 
subscribe to the book unless he spent at 
least a year within Arctic circles. It is 
considered possible that Dr. Hansen will 
soon start on an Antarctic expedition, 
hut the matter is in abeyance pending 
the decision of the government regard - 
hm the sending of a government expedi- 
tion. 

The annual dog show at the agricul- 
tural ball, Islington, had 3,072 entries. 
The Prince of Wales took the first prize 
for a Lapland sledge dog, The Princess 
of Wales took the third prize for her 
collie, " Sandringham Daisy," and the 
Duchess of Newcastle took tirst prize for 
her " Borgois," beating Prince Demiloff. 
.Sensational features ol" the show were 
the purchase of the collie " Ormskirk 
Emerald" for XI, 600, and the fact that 
the fox terrier puppy "Donna Fortuna," 
bred by Mr. Redmond, the famous fox 
terrier breeder, carrieti all before it, and 
was eventually placed over its dam, 
hitherto regarded unbeatable. 

The Duke of Marlborough is going in 
for horse racing on an extensive scale. 
His stable will be trained by Marsh, of 
Newmarket, who trains for the Prince 
of Wales. The Duchess, it is said keeps 
a sharp eye on affairs at Blenheim and 
spends a couple of hours daily in going 
over accounts. She knows the name of 
every employe, and though she is gener- 
ous is exceedingly careful in expendi- 
ture. 

Wolff Barry, president of tho Institute 
of Civil Engineers, warns British manu- 
facturers that they must wake up to the 
fact that American castings are being 
used in the now underground tunnels in 
London. 

All the newspapers, even the Times, 
print columns of matter from New York 
about the Bradley-Martin ball. The St. 
James' Gazette says: "If Mrs. Bradley- 
Martin is not a proud woman to-day she 
must be hard to'pleaee. There are more 
columns in the papers about her ball 
than there ever was about the arbitra- 
tion treaty." 

•The Times this morning says that in 
reply to a written requeBt from Emperor 
William the Prince of Wales has con- 
sented to become honorary president of 
tho committee in charge of the Kaiser's 
jubilee yacht race. 

Great Britain is honeycombed with 
charity projects. The famine fund i3 
now nearly £275,000 and increasing at 
tho rate of £10,000 daily. 

One interesting feature of the Paris 
Art Exhibition will bean exact repro- 
duction of colliery life underground, 
with details. Thirty-two colliers will 
take part in the work, which will be 
contrucled on Trocadero hill. 

Sir Henry Irving has so far recovered 
from his accident as to bo able to walk 
out. 

It is announced that Max O'Rell will 
shortly abandon tho lecture platform for 
J the stage. Beginning in March he will 



tour England with an adaptation of one 
of his own works, which he has christen- 
ed " On the Continent." 

There were about fifty persons present 
at the opening on Friday of the interna- 
tional chess match by cable, between tho 
Brooklvn chess club and the British 
chess club, in the Prince's room of the 
Hotel Cecil.

JOHN REDMOND'S THUNDER. 

He Says the Irish Have at Their Back the 
Best There is in America. 

London, Feb. 13. — John E. Redmond, 
M.P., Farnellite member for the Water- 
ford constituency was met to-night by a 
number of his friends and escorted to 
the Independence club. Mr. Redmond 
in the course of his speech to the mem- 
bers of the club and those assembled 
said that he had just visited the 
great cities of the United States 
and Canada and was feeling some- 
what fatigued and in no condition then 
to talk. He would say, however, that at 
their back they had the overwhelming 
majority of all that was best in American 
life. Therefore he had returned to Ire- 
land with a more determined spirit than 
ever. Mr. Redmond said that lie looked 
forward to a quick coining day when Ire- 
land would bo able to thunder at the 
doors of the British nation with 102 
absolutely united members of the House 
of Commons. 



MISERY AND FAMINE. 

Insurgents Retreating— Government Troops 
Burning and Destroying Everything 
Before Them, 

Havana, Feb. 13. — Capt, -General 
Weyler continues to advance eastward. 
The insurgent forces in the provinco of 
Santa Clara are reported to be retreating 
in the direction of the Prov- 
ince ol Puerto Principe. Tho Span- 
ish columns are destroying everything 
along the route they are following, 
their passage being marked by dense 
columns of smoke on all sides. The 
troops are burning all the huts aban- 
doned by the peasants, and the families 
of the latter are enduring misery and 
the pangB of famine. 

DOINGS OP THE DOMINION. 

(Special to the Colonist.) 
Conservative Elected In East Slmcoe, 

Toronto, Feb. 13.— Official returns in 
East Simcoe give Bennett, Conservative, 
125 majority. 

Fire at Winnipeg, 
WtNNlPEa, Feb. 13.— The upper story 
of the Ryan block, on Main street, is on 
fire at midnight, aiid will be badly dam- 
aged. 

Quebec Provincial Elections, 
Montreal, Feb. 13.— It is rumored 
that thB general elections for Quebec 
will take place on April 29. The Liber- 
als are preparing for a hard campaign. 



London, Feb. 13. — All Europe is 
watching affairs in Crete with the great- 
est interest, as a spark may set all 
Europe ablaze. Everybody has agreed 
that the present moment is the most 
critical since the powers intervened in 
Turkish affairs. ' The daring action of 
Greece in sending Prince George with a 
torpedo flotilla to Crete has caused a 
tremendous flutter in the European cab- 
inets. Telegraphic dispatches on 
the subject are flying aciosB the conti- 
nent between the different governments 
and their embassies. Unusual activity 
prevails at the British foreign cflice. 
Telegrams from the East have arrived in 
rapid succession, and the Marquis of 
Salisbury yesterday had a Bpeeial inter- 
view with the Russian, Austrian and 
German ambassadors. The importance 
of these conferences can be gauged by 
the mere fact that Count von Hatzfeldt, 
the German ambassador, went to the 
foreign office, although he was in such 
feeble health that he was unable to meet 
the ex-Empress Frederick on her arrival 
in London yesterday; and had to be 
carried up-stairs at the foreign office. 

The Greek note to the powerB justify- 
ing the action of Greece towards Crete 
is couched in such strong terms as to be 
regarded in official circles here as almost 
tantamount to a declaration of war 
against Turkey. The note accused tho 
Turkish troops of siding with the Mus- 
sulmans, and eaid that the Turkish re- 
inforcements meant a renewal of the 
atrocities against the Cretan Christians, 
and concluded by Baying that it was 
therefore incumbent upon Greece to pre- 
vent at all costs the landing of reinforce- 
ments, not only out of sympathy with, • 
but as a duty to the Greek population, 
" which has just solemnly declared its 
determination to accept nothing but 
union with the motherland." 

This menacing attitude towards Tur- 
key is quite a "volte face" upon the 
part of King George, who has hitherto 
showed a moderate, pacific disposition, 
and there is considerable speculation aH 
to the reason for this. The opinion is 
expressed that Greece must be able to 
count upon the support of some influen- 
tial persons and the tolerance of others, 
and indications point to Russia as her 
backer. It is contended that the close 
kinship between the two reigning fami- 
lies must count for something in the 
present crisis, and people are asking 
what passed at the conference between 
the Czar and King George at Copenhag- 
en laBt autumn. King Georce also had 
a conference with Count Goluchowski 
when in Vienna, and it is stated that the 
latter advised Greece to wait patiently 
and in future she might reap the fruit 
which was not yet ripe. 

Apparently Kintr George', pushed by 
the national feeling in Greece, baa 
been trying to expedite matters by a 
bold stroke anil, according to advices 
from Athens, the excitement in Greece 
was so great that the King either had to 
yield or pack his trunk and leave the 
country forever. It is stated that King 
George has admitted that he had no 
choice between dethronement and put- 
ting himself at the head of the popular 
movement, and it is thought in some 
quarters that the theatrical send-off of 
his eon with the torpedo flotilla was only 
intended for effect and as a means of ap- 
peasing the clamour of the populace. 
But dispatches to-day show that the 
passioiiB of tho Greeks are thoroughly 
aroused. Throughout the country meet- 
ing are being held and subscriptions in 
aid of the Cretans are being raised. 

Dispatches from the European cap- 
itals indicate sympathy with Greece, 
but the governments fear that if Greece 
is allowed to annex Crete an uprising in 
the Balkans will occur and efforts will 
be made there to throw off the Turkish 
yoke. All the Balkan states except 
Roumania-are ready to rise. Macedonia 
especially is eager "to fly at the Turkish 
throne. Arms there, however, are com- 
paratively scarce, although a quantity 
has been imported recently. The powers 
oppose the annexation of Crete by 
Greece until the entire scheme for the 
partition of Turkey is agreed upon 
by the powers. Several foreign 
newspapers are already discussing 
the dividing of the spoils, and a French 
diplomat, the Comte do Chaudery, to- 
day in an interview says he thinks that 
the collapse of Turkey is now inevitable. 
Russia, he adds, will probably take Ar- 
menia, Franco will get Syria, and Eng- 
land will retain Egypt. 

Many of the continental newspapers 
accuse Great Britain of inciting Greece, 
but they adduce little proof. The Eng- 
lish newspapers greatly sympathize 
with the Cretans and urge the 
government not to prevent tho 
annexation of Crete by Greece. 
According to the Spectator tho Marquis 
of Salisbury dare not, in view of thefeel- 
inc in Great Britain, join in coercing 
Greece. It says: " We do not believe 
there is any danger of it, but, in any 
case, the British people will not enter 
upon such a course of crime, even to pre- 
serve tho European concert of European 
peace. The horror of the Sultan has 
gone into their very souls." 
Greek committees which, he explained, 
ure continually agitating in a reckless 
manner. Another reason was that Tur- 
key, without catiBe, had prevented the 
execution of the promised reforms. 

Baron Banfl'y also said that the course 
adopted by Greece was opposed by tho 
counsels of all the great powerB, who 
unanimously desired that the

Those who have succeeded in escapirg 
from the scene of the massacre are 
flocking to Sitia, which is still in the 
possession of the Turks. It is feared 
that this news will produce a dangerous 
reaction at Heraklion. 

It is probable that the persistence of 
the Mohammedans in preventing the de- 
parture of Christiana and foreigners will 
make necessary active measures on the 
pnn of the commanders of the foreign 
fleet. An Italian officer of the new 
gendarmerie has gone to Kisamo to 
investigate the reports of the atrocities 
there. The Italian battleship Frauces- 
Co Morosiiii has arrived at Canea harbor. 

A band of Mohammedan families, 
■which had been permitted to leave under 
agreement with the Christians, while 
proceeding to Heraklion escorted by 
troojis, were attacked by Christians and 
siitTered considerable loss. 

The British have 20,230 tons of war- 
ships in Cretan waters, with 1,483 men. 
The French have 6, 588 tons and 010 men, 
and the Russians have U,932 tons, with 
720 men. The French and Russians 
combined have 10,520 tons of righting 
vessels here and 1,336 men to handle 
them, leaving Great Britain the advant- 
age of 11,170 tons and 147 men. In addi 
tion to the warships of the powers men 
tioned, the Austrian armed cruiser 
Ivaiserine Maria Theresa, of 5,270 tons, 
uvuli two 9.4 inch guns, eight 5.9 inch 
qiucii-firinir and twonty-two smaller 
j;iins, with 450 men, is at anchor here. 

A dispatch from Vienna says the pow- 
ers have made representations to the 
firetk government, which will not only 
check Greece and prevent that country 
irom taking the law into ita own hands, 
V>ut which will alao hold the Sultan and 
prevent Turkish military action along 
the Grecian frontier. 

A Paris correspondent of the Times 
says Unit in the opinion of France the 
King of Greece has been assured of the 
support of Russia as far as her designs 
for ttie union of Crete with Greece are 
concerned. 

A correspondent of the Times in Ber- 
lin can Bud no trace of any opinion in 
Germany favoring the policy recently ad- 
opted liy Greece. 

The Post contains what is believed to 
bo an inspired statement that war be- 
tween Turkey and Greece appears in- 
evitable in view of recent events. The 
Puai saya it will he hopeless to expect 
the powers to do more than prevent the 
Conflict from extending to neighboring 
suites. " To exercise a wholesome in- 
fluence," the paper continues, "must 
We the first task enjoined on Germany." 

The report that German diplomatists 
are supporting Greece, the Postdeclares, 
is a mere invention. It says Germany 
cannot support Greece if Blie intends 
with selfish aims to attack the island of 
Crete while denuded of troops. Con- 
tinuing, the Post asserts that it must 
rather be regarded that Turkey would be 
justified by sending troops across the 
island frontier. This correspondent fur 
ther saya that there ia no doubt but the 
foregoing statement of things represents 
German official views, and, if anything, 
it understates rather than overstates the 
feeling prevailing in Berlin on the sub- 
ject of Grecian policy. 

Certain dispatches to the Chronicle 
from Athens say Prince George and the 
ilotilla lie commands have been ordered 
to prevent any transport with Turkish 
Iroopa aboard from approaching Crete. 
Grecian troops are being rapidly sent to 
the frontier. As a precautionary meas- 
ure, it is stated that two ranks of re- 
trnits will be called under arms at once. 

A dispatch to the Chronicle from 
Rome announces that the Italian squad- 
run, eomraanded by Admiral Caneva- 
tos, with 10 : J,O0D rations, has started for 
Crete. 

Another dispatch to the Chronicle 
from Rome asserts that the insurgents 
have enr.ire possession of Crete, with the 
exception of a few towns. 

Editorially the Chronicle calls in pro- 
nounced terms for the increase of the 
British fleet in the Mediterranean with 
the purpose of preventing a single Turk- 
ish Boldier from landing on the Island of 
Crete, In conclusion the Chronicle 
says, editorially: "For England to join 
in t lie coercion of Greece would cover 
her name and Hag witli shame." 

A dispatch to the Telegraph from St. 
Petersburg says all the ships of the 
Russian Mediterranean fleet have been 
instructed to move quietly into Grecian 
-waters, where they will be strengthened 
by several armored vessels from the 
Baltic division. 

An Athens dispatch to the Telegraph 
Hays it ia reported that the Vali of 
Smyrna is trying to charter a steamer to 
convey troops to the Island of Crete. 

A council of ministers at Athene, nc- 
«»rding to the Athena correspondent of 
the Telegraph, held a conference last 
night, the session continuing far into the 
night. * 

A dispatch to tho Standard from 
Athens saya the Grecian government has 
assured the foreign ministers of the in- 
Jention of tho King of Greece to respect 
txistirig treaties and heed the advice of 
the powers. 

It is reported at Athena that Russian 
men-of-war have been ordered to cease 
from assisting the embarkation of Crotan 
refugees, 

D. U. Metaxes, the Greek charge d'ftf- 
fairs in London callod at the foreign 
ulliee yestjrday and presented a noto 
expressly stating that the Greek govern- 
ment hud decided to prevent Turkish 
troops from debarking in Crete by nil 
means in its power. 

It is reported in Athens that the in- 
surgents have cut otf the water supply 
of Canea. This, and the scarcity of food, 
will probably force tho Turks to surren- 
der the town, inasmuch as the Turks 
Htill refuse to allow the Chiietiane to 
leave Retimo, the Grecian government 
jippearB to have decided to use Berious 
measures with tho idea of coercion. 

The union of Greece and Crete was. 
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proclaimed after divine service on Thurs- 
day in lour provinces of Crete. 

The Daily News correspondent at 
Athens says it is reported tiiat a colli- 
sion has already occurred on the fron- 
tier./ 

Athkn-s, Feb. 13. — There is a change 
for the better here to-day. People are 
becoming calmer and public officials are 
betraying no anxiety as to the eventual 
outcome of the demonstration of Greece 
in behalf of the Cretan insurgents. It 
is known that very strong pressure has 
been brought to bear upon King George 
within the past twenty-four hours, and 
that equally strong pressure has been 
exercised upon the Sultan to prevent an 
outbreak of hostilities between Greece 
and Turkey. The latter country, it is 
understood, has agreed not to Bend any 
troops to Crete, and the powers in re- 
turn are believed to be restraining 
Greece from actively interfering in 
Crete. At the same time there ia evi- 
dently danger in the direction of Thes- 
saly and Macedonia, for the Greek 
troops are being hurriedly dispatched to 
the frontier, and reports from Salonica 
say the Turks are quietly mustering an 
army there in order to be prepared for 
emergencies. 

New York, Feb. 1 3. — A epeciai to the 
Herald from Vienna says: 

The Vienna cabinet has addressed a 
most serious warning to Greece. It is 
further learned from exclusive sources 
that the powers have informed Turkey 
that they cannot force Greece to with- 
draw her fleet, but will leave Turkey a 
free hand. Anarchy is reigning in 
AthenB. The ministry was only tem- 
porarily saved by embarking in a mad 
enterprise. England is accused of se- 
cretly backing Greece to force Russia's 
hand. 

All the evening papers condemn in the 
strongest terms Greece's action. Even 
the ultra-Liberal Tageblatt says: "If 
King George is deaf to earnest remon- 
strances, his impotency must be drastic- 
ally brought home to him." 

The Neue Freie Presse warns Greece 
that if provoked Turkey would be justi- 
fied in attacking Thessaly, with uiaas- 
troua consequences to Greece. 

The same journal publishes a telegram 
from Constantinople allowing that the 
whole of the Cretan trouble was foment- 
ed by a Cretan committee at Athens, 
whose leaders are Deputy Romans ami 
Dr. 1'apsake, which has sent numerous 
emissaries to Crete, honeycombing the 
island with seditious pamphlets. The 
majority of the Cretan population re- 
mains passive, notwithstanding the ac- 
tivity of the Greek agents. The latest 
coup was not entirely unexpected in 
diplomatic circles here, since repeated 
suspicious inquiries have been addressed 
by the commander of the Greek fleet to 
the commanders of the ships of other 
nations in Cretan waters as to what 
action would be taken in Cretan eventu- 
alities. 

Tripoli, Feb. 13.— The Turkish offici- 
als having withdrawn tho guard from 
the Jewish quarter here, a mob of Mus- 
sulmans have invaded it, pillaging tho 
synagogue and destroying the 6chool 
law.

Death of a Prominent C. P. '. 
Official— A Victoria Firm Boom- 
ing- the Mining Business. 



Small Contributions From Vancou- 
ver to Famine Fund— Royal 
City Imposes School Fee. 



(Special to the Colonist.) 
VANCOUVER. 

Vancouver, Feb. 13.— Word was re- 
ceived from Ottawa to-day of tbe death 
o r A. \V. Black, storekeeper of the Pacific 
division of the C.P.K. He went East 
some time ago to place himself in the 
hands of the most skillful surpeons in 
the hope that the operation would pro- 
long his life. He gradually sank, how- 
ever, and the end came last night. The 
deceased was 35 years of age and leaves 
two children. He was a prominent Free 
Mason. 

C. N. Davidson, of Vancouver, ia in- 
terested with Mr. Davidson, of Victoria, 
and Mr. Dier, of Victoria, in the Fair- 
view Camp, Okanagan. The Davidson 
Bros., are among the few on the sea- 
board, who are eaid to be making big 
money out of the mines. There are now 
nearly 100 men working at the camp and 
development work is progressing, A 
townsite has been surveyed and the 
hotels, shops, etc., havo guaranteed to 
move to the new location, which will bo 
called Fairview, 

Besides the Davidson claims are the 
Smuggler Company claims, and the Joe 
Dandy is being actively developed, full 
gangs of men working on all the claims 
of the companies. On the Tinhorn, 
owned by Messrs. Dier, Davidson and 
Russell, a 100-foot tunnel has been 
driven alongside the vein, and a L'5 and 
a 50-foot air shafts have been sunk. A 
IM-stainp mill is to be erected at once. 
The average aBsay from the surface to 
the present depth of the tunnel iB $21. 
The stock is to be sold at25centspar. An- 
other company promoted by these gen- 
tlemen and largely taken up in the Bast 
by influential men, is the Fairview Con- 
solidated Gold Mining Company. The 
separate claims are the White Star, 
Quartz Queen, California, Rob Roy, Sun- 
down, Ocean Wave, Silver Bow, Iron- 
clad, Reco, Fanny Moore, and Standard, 
all excellent prospects, with good free- 
milling rock in place. Still another 
company, similarly promoted, and 
warmly received in the Hast, is the Ran- 
dolph Elmore Quartz Mining Co., at 
Fairview, comprising the Randolph, 
Elmore and Highland Chief. Develop- 
ment has been done on all the claims, 
and good rock found in place with excel- 
lent prospects. Stiil another company 
is the Comstock Mammoth Company. 
On the Comstouk is a tunnel 1)0 feet in, 
and on the Mammoth a 50 feet tunnel 
has been driven. A number of other 
claims are being taken up. and some 
have been acquired and sold. All the 
companies have wealthy and influential 
men on the directorate, anil the stock 
that has been placed on the market in 
the East has been sold very rapidly In 
large blocks. 

City Clerk McGuigan has been ap- 
point, d justice of peace for the city and 
county ot Vancouver in order that war- 
rants may be easily signed when ie- 
(juircd by the chief of police. 

Vancouver's subscriptions to the In- 
dian famine fund now exceeds $70i». but 
of tlii* $500 represents the city's contri- 
bution ami $57 that of Christ church, so 
that the general public's response was 
very email indeed. 

Revert nil Field Volant!, of Revelstoke, 
who i? here visiting Mr. Yolaud, has de- 
cided lo tender his resignation in order 
to embark in mining assay work. 

The Steveston stage met with an acci- 
dent yesterday through a runaway. 

Madame Albani has promised Victor 
Austin to include his setting of Ave 
Maria in her concert repertoire on her 
return to London. 

A lute report has come from the Or- 
phan Boy. The tunnel is now in 150 
feet and the pay streak is widened from 
eight feet to ten feet between well de- 
fined walls. Nine men are at work. 
Manager HaBkins, who is at present in 
Vancouver with his Dride, has been 
busy recently making arrangements for 
a ten stamp mill with a capacity of 
twenty tone to go on the property. Yes- 
terday Mr. Uaskins purchased for the 
property a twelve horse power motor 
which has been in use for some time at 
the News-Advertiser oflice. There are 
now on the Orphan lloy dump fully 1,500 
tons of ore ready for the mill. This ore 
will average $10. 

The city finance committee lias re- 
ceived through ex-Alderman Cargil an 
oiler from an English smelting syndicate 
in London to put up a smelter and re- 
finery worth ,£150,000, worked by a com- 
pany capitalized at £250,000. All the 
company asks are free water and tax 
exemption without a bonus. This is by 
far the lowest offer as regards privileges 
that the city hue yet received in connec- 
tion with its efforts tu have a smelter 
established here. 

The steamer Capjlano has arrived 
from the halibut banks with a cargo ol 
27'.; tons of fish for the New England 
Fish Co. 

Mayor Templeton, City Clerk McGui- 
gan, and Bishop Dart of New Westmin- 
ster, have written asking support from 
the public generally for the Philhar- 
monic Society concert, to be given next 
week hero in aid of the Indian famine 
fund.

The important news that the 110- foot 
level on the Van Anda mine at Texada 
island has cut the vein showing a rich 
body of peacock ore, indicates that there 
can be no uncertainty as to the extent 
and richness of that mine.

This shows the necessity for a 
wharf in order that steamers can go 
alongside, and it is said that steps will 
be taken to erect one promptly. The 
Raven, two miles from the Van Anda, 
is making a wonderfully good showing, 
some samples of the ore received yester- 
day being'remarkably fine looking, with 
peacock ore coming in at the bottom of 
the shaft. The shaft on the Victoria is 
down 70 feet and the ore continues well. 

The successful mining operations at 
Texada are attracting general attention 
to the coast mines, for the steady output 
and shipment of ore speaks louder, than 
any praise that can be given a mine.

The "Satellite's" Relief Expected at Co- 
quimbo on March 10— The "Alex- 
andria" Chartered.

H.M.S. Amphion, commissioned in 
England a month or two ago to relievo 
the Satellite on this station, should by 
this time be well on her way to Esqui- 
mau, as she started on the voyage on the 
24th of last month, and is expected to 
reach Coquimbo on the 10th proximo.

Southern continent a new race o£ men. 
The imagination can hardly conceive of 
what nn incomprehensible revelation it 
would be to such a race that outsklo 
of the ice belt and " circumam- 
bient ocean " there arc continents oc- 
cupied by hundreds of millions of peo- 
ple enjoying a high degree of civiliza- 
tion. Some imaginative writers have 
suggested that just as great surprises 
await us when our explorers have gone 
far enough North and South. A few- 
weeks L-go a French savant got the 
scientific world to listen while he told it 
that the earth was hollow and tilled with 
gas. This suggestion is entirely opposed 
to tho received ideas, but not more so 
than Captain Symmes' proposition, at 
which the scientific world of fifty years 
ago laughed most heartily, that the 
world was hollow, but was inhabited on 
the inside. We may dismiss these fan- 
cies with a passing notice and yet we 
cannot disguise the fact that " the ends 
of the earth " have a story to tell and it 
may be one of surpassing interest.

THE ENDS OF THE EARTH. 

It is somewhat surprising to be told on 
good authority that there is very much 
doubt in the minds of astronomers aEj to 
the exact shape of the earth. There is 
no question as to its being Bpherical in a 
general way and that its equatorial 
diameter \i greater than its polar 
diameter, but' that is about as far as 
anyone can go at present. Just how 
near an approach to a sphere it is, 
science is not yet prepared to affirm . 
An interesting series of measurements 
is now- in progress, being carried on by 
the governments of most of the civilized 
powers. Parties of men are engaged in 
running due east and west lines in both 
hemispheres, and in taking barometric 
observations at different points, to- 
gether with observations on the pen- 
dulum. The facts that will be thus as- 
certained will, it is expected, go far to 
settling the question of the earth's 
shape. 

Certain conditions are known to exist 
which are not consistent with the old 
idea as to the fljtness of the globe at the 
Poles, and can not be explained satisfac- 
torily by reference to any ascertained 
facts. One of these is the existence of 
an irregular belt of maximum cold south 
of the North L'ole. TIiub it is much 
colder in Labrador than in Norway, 
which is further north ; much colder in 
Jtussia than in the same latitude in 
Prance; much colder in Borne parts of 
Siberia than in others in the same lati- 
tude. The position of the .Magnetic 
Pole is another unexplained fact, and 
there are certain phenomena in connec- 
tion with the Antarctic zone for which 
science i3 not- yet able to account, or in 
fact present any leasonable hypothesis. 

Forty years ago Dr. Kane came back | 
from the Arctic seas, where he had been 
searching for Kir John Franklin, and 
told an incredulous public that the 
further North his expedition wont after 
passing a certain latitude the milder the 
temperature became, and also told of 
facts observed by himself and his sub- 
ordinates which formed prima facie evi- 
dence of an open Polar sea. All subse- 
quent explorers in very high latitudes 
brought back similar reports, and even 
Sir George Nares, whose progress North- 
ward was blocked by what he named 
pulaeocryatic ice, to signify its great 
age, declared himself convinced that be- 
yond that ice there was an open sea. 
Dr. Nansen said that one of the things 
which his expedition demonstrated was 
the correctness of the theory that the 
cold grew less intense the nearer tho ap- 
proach to the l'ole. 

In regard to the Antarctic world so 
very littla is known that one must speak 
very guardedly in reference to it. About 
all that can be said with certainty is that 
an immense belt of water surround;! the 
globe South of Africa, South Amorica 
and Australia, and that this is bounded 
on tho South by a wall of ice, presum- 
ably resting upon a continent; that 
vegetable lifo exists on this continent to 
a limited extent and in low forms, and 
that in the interior are several active 
volcanoes. What lies beyond the South- 
ern eea harrier, except tho volcanoes, no 
one protends to know. Until a year or 
go ago it was not considered possible to 
effect a landing on this Antarctic con- 
tinent, but a .way has been discovered. 
A harbor haa been found where a vessel 
can apparently lie in safety, and from 
which an expedition can penetrate the 
interior. Several parties have been 
formed to take advantage of this dis- 
covery, and this year may witness some 
valuable; contributions. to our knowledge 
of the extreni'? South. Interest is added 



USE AND ABUSE OF 

CHECK REINS. 

A lady has asked the Colonist |to say 
something regarding the use of check- 
reins on horses. The subject is one upon 
which much bus been written with good 
results as a rule ; but there is some dan- 
ger in overdoing the matter. A check- 
rein is not necessarily an instrument of 
torture. There are two cases in which 
it is, namely, when it keeps the horse's 
head and neck in an unnatural position, 
thereby interfering with respiration and 
I>utting a strain on muscles not intended 
to bear it, and where, as in the case of 
draught horses, it prevents them from 
settling their necks properly in tho col- 
lar, In example of the latter it may be 
mentioned that two dray horses, which 
passed up Government street yesterday 
drawing loads, had check-reins on 
which were tight and drew the 
corner of their mouths up, show- 
ing thet the animals in order to 
pull their loads more comfortably would 
have liked to get their heads lower. Tho 
horses were well kept and showed that 
their drivers took pride in them. The 
harness seemed to fit well and was so 
made apparently aa to prevent chafing. 
In ordinary circumstances these horses 
would probably suffer no discomfort from 
their check-reins, butitn<iueationably it 
would be better if the reins were un- 
hooked when the drays are loaded. 
ThiB illustrates one class of cases. The 
other class of cases includes principally 
coach horses, or those driven to driving 
carte. In these tho tendency is to pull 
the horse's head higher than he would 
naturally carry it. No hard and fast 
rules can be laid down in such cases. 
Men who train trotting horses 
will tell you that the overdraw 
rein is, in possibly the majority of cases, 
a help to the animal, and those people 
who work so commendahly in the cause 
of dumb animals may feel assured that 
no living creatures get better care than 
trotting horses receive from intelligent 
trainers. In nine cases out of ten, how 
ever, the old fashioned check-rein, which 
draws the horse's head back and brings 
his muzzle in towards hia neck, so as to 
give him what a false taste considers a 
graceful carriage, is an instrument of 
torture and cannot be too strongly con- 
demned. This is becoming generally 
understood and fashion is pronouncing 
in favor of giving even coach horses free 
heads and in seeing beauty in the curves 
which nature has given them. 



CANADIAN FHESS. 

IRON ON' VANCOUVKR ISLAND. 

It is a well established fact that im- 
mense beds of the linestiron ore exist in 
close proximity to this city, on Vancou- 
ver Island, and also on the adjacent 
Tesada island. The beds of iron ore on 
the latter island have been worked only 
to a limited extent for the supply of the 
blast furnaces at Port Townsend] Wash- 
ington. But of late years the furnace 
has been shut down and the iron mine 
closed down. However, our iron re- 
sources will yet prove a most valuable 
factor in the upbuilding of this province 
and Nanaimo in particular.— Nanaimo 
Free Press. 

INCORPORATION Ol" ROSSLAND. 
The government since incorporation 
was first discussed has shown its readi- 
ness to aid tho project in every way and 
this last step is no awakening to the 
needs of the city but a ready action in 
meeting the desires of the citizens when- 
ever expressed— for it must be remem- 
bered that this is tho first time a request 
has been formally before the executive 
council. — Rosshmder.

LEGISLATIVE NOTES. 

The legislative catechism is grcwing 
long and some of the questions to be 
asked of the government are interating. 

The suggestion of the Attorney-General 
that a grant should be made to tie Biif- 
ferer« by the Point Ellice disister is 
somewhat out of the usual coursi. Evi- 
dently a matter of that kind mist he 
dealt with from a purelv non .political 
standpoint. The govern meit could 
hardly ask for such a vote witlout first 
ascertaining how the members of the 
house would regard it. 

A point of sonio important* in parlia- 
mentary practice arose on Friday when 
Mr. Helmeken moved for an addreEB to 
the Lieut. -Governor asking that the ex- 
penses in connection with the loan of 
1895 should be brought down. The 
premier raised two points. The first was 
that the information asked for had been 
laid before the house last year and was 
printed in the eessionnl papers of 1896. 
The other and more important point was 
that the house has tho power itself to 
order returns of this class to he brought 
in, and henco it wus undesirable to set a 
precedent to the contrary, As the house 
is the guardian of the public funds, 
there can be no question as to its right 
to all the information regarding the ex- 
penditure which the government has in 
its possession. There are certain mat- 
ters which for reasons of public policy 
the government may withhold tempor- 
arily from the house, but the manner in 
which the public money has been ex- 
pended does not come in this class. This 
doctrine wis distinctly laid down in a 
report of the committee of the House of 
Commons in 1828, The Premier ia to b( 
commended for his watchfulness ovei 
the prerogatives of the house.

Perhaps there is no public instiution 
of tire city of Victoria that needB so 
much and gets so little as the public 
library. In all not more than $1,200 a 
year are now spent upon an institution 
that affords, not alone pleasure of an in- 
nocent nature, but also profitable in- 
struction to hundreds of citizens. This 
amount is exceedingly small in compar- 
ison with that spent by many cities of 
like size and population throughout the 
continent; and even leBS than some of 
the places smaller than Victoria. The 
citizens of this city can truthfully be 
said to read largely, and a fair propor- 
tion deeply on subjects pertaining to 
literature, history and the sciences. 
But they cannot get their men- 
tal pabulum, or very little of it, 
from the public library. That which 
one has not got cannot be given, and it 
is in vain that the student asks the 
librarian for the latest workB. They are 
not to be had— in the public library. 
Books there are, it is true, but the au- 
thors are limited, and the editions are of 
the oldest. 

A liberal estimate would not place the 
number of books in the library at more 
7,000, and this in a city of over 
2O,O0O population — or about one book 
for every third inhabitant. Even this is 
rather too liberal an estimate, as of the 
7,000 on the shelves, some hundreds lire 
worn out and more fit to fill the waste 
paper basket than adorn (?) the shelves 
of a public library. And many there 
are also which are unfit for circulation. 
They have served their time and 
purpose and should long ago have been 
relegated to the literary boneyard, 
Imperially is this true of works on 
Bcience. In no department is there bo 
great a need of up-to-date work. The 
works on the sciences in the public 
library are old, dating back thirty, forty 
and fifty years, some even longer, and 
contain ideas, theories and hypotheses 
which may have been and doubtless 
were accepted as current standard 
authority at the date of their issue, but 
which to-day could not be placed in the 
bunds of a person seeking up-to-date in- 
formation. Second only to the lacking 
condition of the science department are 
the departments of history and litera- 
ture. v Many standard histories occupy 
positions on the public library shelves, 
and a number of volumes of 
choice literature and biography 
are to be found. They are 
few, however, and are representative 
not of the present, but of past gener- 
ations, and these are not of the best, and 
the list is by no means complete. Books 
of reference aie very few, and again the 
complaint has to be made that they are 
not up-to-date. 

There is a fair supply in the realm of 
fiction, but even in this department — 
perhaps the best equipped in the library 
— a great deal is wanting. CoiiBtant re- 
quests are made for the modern authors. 
They are not to be had. The older 
authors are to bo found, but the literary 
lights which have attracted the atten- 
tion of the English b peaking w->rld dur- 
ing the past ten years, are unknown to 
the public library. 

So many are the disadvantages pre- 
sented, that it may be wondered that 
library readers do not cease to be read- 
ers. Such is not, however, the case; 
there is a largo increase in the number 
of readers. To meet the demand, laud- 
able and to be fostered, the catalogue 
should be considerably added to. 
The appropriation ought certainly to be 
materially increased, and if thb saying of 
the great German educationist, Max 
Mueller, that a nation's greatness de- 
pends on the education of its people, be 
true — and who will dispute it — then the 
extra outlay will be more than doubly 
repaid, Victoria should at least be in 
the vanguard of her sister cities in Brit- 
ish Columbia and not, as at present, be 
playing second fiddle to cities across the 
Straits. There is no time better than 
the present for the consideration of this 
subject. Monday evening the board of 
aldermen will consider the estimates, 
and it iB then that the subject can bo 
dealt with by the present council, and 
an appropriation made that will give 
Victoria what she ought to have— an up- 
to-date library.

SANITATION. 

" Above all price of wealth, 
The body's jewel— not for minds profane 

Or hands to tamper with in practice 
vain- 
Like to a woman's virtue is a man's health. 

A heavenly gift within u holy shrine." 

To tub Editor: — When such a catas- 
trophe as the terrible accident which oc- 
curred last year* at the Point Ellice 
bridge Inst year takes place, every heart 
in the community is penetrated with 
sorrow for the dead and sympathy with 
the survivors; but the daily funeral 
passing in the streets evokes only a 
transient feeling, although it is too often 
the case that our deceased brother has 
been hurried to a premature grave by 
the inaction of ourselves and those whom 
we have placed in power. 

The board of health has done good ser- 
vice in calling the attention of the legis- 
lature and civic authorities to the urgent 
need of proper sanitation throughout the 
province. In some places partial steps 
have been taken to remedy unsanitary 
conditions and with gratifying results. 

As a case in point let us take our own 
city. In 1891 before the introduction of 
sewers the deaths were 846, and in lS'JG 
after the construction of a portion of the 
Bewerago 849 ; of these, however, in the 
former year 2li, and in the latter 50 were 
duo to accident, leaving 320 and 209 re- 
spectively aa due to so called natural 
causes. 

The population as given in the Domin- 
ion census of 1S91 waa 18,538 and it is 
not thought that any material increase 
or decrease has been made since that 
date. 

Assuming the population to have re- 
mained about the same there has been a 
decrease of 21 deaths Bince the sanitary 
conditions of the city have been im- 
proved, to which it is reasonable to as- 
sume that this decrease is due. It is 
not, however, in a reduction in the 
death rate alone that an observance of 
hygienic ruleB brings its own reward. 
Dr. Lyon Playfair calculates that for 
every preventable death 28 cases of 
needless non-mortal sicknesB occurs. 
These figures would give us 21 lives 
saved and 588 cases of sickness prevent- 
ed to the great and general benefit of the 
com munity. 

The death rate in Victoria should not 
exceed 12 per 1,000 under the most 
healthy, attainable conditions; assuming 
the population, as baa been frequently 
estimated in reports, to be 20,000, the 
deaths per annum exclusive of those due 
to accident should not exceed 240. 

We have then an excess for the past 
year of 59 deaths and 1,552 cases of pre- 
ventable sickness. 

The statement for 1891 gives the fol- 
lowing ratio of mortality in sex and age: 

Malea, over 15 years of age, 1(16. 

Males, undsr 15 years of age, 69. 

Females, over 15 years of age, 07. 

Females under 15 years of age, 44. 

This makes a total of 346. 

It would appear that the preponder- 
ance of deaths of malea over those of fe- 
males is more than might be reasonably 
anticipated, yet the table states that 
there were no less than SO deaths of 
males between twenty and sixty years 
of a<ie. It is probable, however, that the 
majority of the accidental deaths, num- 
bering 2o, took place among the adult 
maleB. We will assume that they all did 
so ; in which case the deaths from dis- 
ease are in the following ratios : Adult 
maleB 43.75 per cent., adult females, 
20.94 per cent., and children, 35.31 per 
cent. 

With this proportion the excess of 59 
deaths would be,of adult malea 20, of adult 
females 12, and of children 21 ; it is per- 
haps needless to discriminate between 
the sexes and ages of children who suf- 
fered from preventable sickness. 

While it is impossible to guage the 
physical and mental anguish caused to 
individuals by disease and death, at- 
tempts have been mude to estimate this 
loss to the community. Sir Edwin Chad- 
wjck estimates that loss in the case of 
an adult male at £159— say $770; other 
authorities at £100— say $486. 

It does not appear to be unreasonable 
for the purpose in view at placing the 
loss to the community by the death of 
an adult male at $400, of an adult female 
at say .$300, and of a child at $50, while 
for a case of sickness it will hardly be 
thought that $15 is an unreasonable 
amount. 

On this basis we have the loss to the 
community in this city for the year 1890 
as follows ; 

26 adult males at $100 $10,400 

12 adult females at $300 3,(i00 

21 children at $50 1,050 

1,552 cases of sickness at $15 23,2«0 

Total $3H,rf30 

A dead loss of nearly $10,000 in one 
year, 

Tile issues of life and death, in the or- 
dinary acceptation of the term, are in 
the hands of a higher power than our 
own ; but we contend that by an intel- 
ligent and comprehensive adoption of 
the best means recognized by modern 
science, the rates of death and sickness 
can be reduced to a minimum^ To ig- 
nore these means is toaseume '.lie fearful 
responsibility of contributing by negli- 
gence to the mortality and fullering of 
our fellows. Edward Moiiiim, C.E. 



SCHOOL ACT. 



To the Editor: — It seems to me that 
there ia a screw loose somewhere in ttie 
Bchool act when a trustee can ait at the 
board meetings and vote away thousands 
of dollars of the city's funds without 
owning a foot of land or paying one dol- 
lar in taxes oi any description, either 
for real estate, revenue or road tax. Vet 
such ia a fact and the city is powerless. 
Taxation without representation is not 
popular in this progressive age. Neither 
is representation without taxation. 
The sooner it is ended the better 
for Victoria. Under the present act 
there is nothing to prevent a majority of 
the school trustees being elected and 
raising the salariea of school teachers 
fifty per cent., and yet the same trustees 
might have no hitereatin the city what- 
ever. This may be law ; but it is not 
justice.

The city haB to provide 
the salaries, and should control them.

HOW TO CARVE. 



Dircctlorm For Dissecting Fowls null Slicing 
It oasts of Beef, Mutton mid Lamb. 

Carving is a desirable accomplish- 
rtient and ought to be acquired by both 
ne>;e.s. It is true that the present stylo 
of serving moats und birds is fast ban- 
ishing the necessity of carving at the 
tables of tho rich, but in many modest

homes moats are carved at the table. A 
sharp knifu is requisite and :i thin, well 
tempered blade. 

In carving a turkey cut off tho wing 
nearest you first, theu tho leg and the 
second joiut; then slieo tho breast until 
a rounded, ivory shaped pieco appears. 
Insert the lenifo between that and the 
bono and separate them. This part is 
the nicest bit of the breast. Next comes 
the "merry thought." After this turn 
over tho bird a little, and just below 
the breast you will find tho "oyster, " 
which you separate as you did tho in- 
ner breast, Tho side bone lies besido 
the rump, and the desired morsel can 
be taken out without separating tho 
whole hone. Proceed tho samo way 
upon tho other side. Tho fork nerd not 
bo removed during tho whole process. 
An experienced carver will dissect a 
fowl as easily as you can break an egg 
or cut a potato. Ho retains his seat, 
manages his hands and elbows artistic- 
ally and is perfectly at his ease. Thero 
is no difficulty in the matter. It only 
requires knowledge and practice, and 
these should bo taught in the family, 
each child taking his or her turn. 

Chickens and partridges are carved 
in the saiuo way. Tho trail of a wood- 
cock on a hit of toast is the choicest bit 
of that bird; also |he thigh of a par- 
tridge. 

In carving beef, mutton, lamb and 
veal thin, smooth and neat slices are 
desirable. Cut across the grain, taking 
caro to puss tin? knife through to the 
bones of tin- meat. 

In carving a leg of mutton tho best 
slices are obtained from the center by 
cutting from 1 to 2, and some very 
good cuts arc found ort tho broad end 
from 6 to (i. Soino epicures prefer slices 
nearer tho knuckle, but they art! dry. 
The crump bone is a delicacy and 'is ob- 
tained by cutting down to the bono at 
■1 and running the knife under it in a 
semicircular direction to !!. The. fat so 
esteemed by many lies on the ridge 5. 
When served, it should be ornamented 
with a frill or cut paper to conceal the 
bono of the leg. By turning over the 
meat some excellent slices are found 
and can be cut lengthwise. These prac- 
tical directions are from an illustrated 
article prepared originally for Tin: 
Housewife.

The return match between the Vic- 
toria Football Club and the Hornets, of 
Nanaimo, took place at Nanaimo yester- 
day afternoon upon the well known 
grounds of the Vancouver Coal Co., in 
the presence of a fair gathering of spec- 
tators. The last meeting of these rival 
clubs having resulted in such a close 
contest a good game was looked for, and 
the many admirers of the game who 
were present were not disappointed. 
Quine, the captain of the Nanaimo club, 
elected to defend the south goal, taking 
advantage of the slight Blope of the 
ground, and the ball was consequently 
kicked off by Petticrew of Victoria. 

Nanaimo was at once forced to touch 
down in self-defence, and the ball was 
then brought emtio their twenty-five 
line and again put in play. The Nanai- 
mo forwards here showed some of their 
old formidable play, and by overpower- 
ing resistance forced the visitors twice 
to touch down. Victoria was shortly 
after upon two occasions awarded free 
kicks for off-side on the part of their 
opponents, but nothing was gained by 
the penalties, the ball being promptly 
returned by Dempster, the Nanaimo full- 
buck, who, by the way, for a young 
player, showed remarkable steadiness, 
and won repeated applause from the 
bpectators. 

After about ten minutes' play, Bum- 
ford secured the. first try for the Hornets 
from a pass by Quine. hut no 
goal was scored, and this was very 
shortly followed by another obtained by 
Wood bum, and at half time the Hornets 
had scored six points to their opponents 
nil.

HEARD IN THE HOTELS. 

Nelson Wants to Paddle Its Own Canoe— 
The Delegation to Assist 
Legislation. 

Mr. John Houston, of Nelson, arrived 
in Victoria yesterday morning, coming 
by way of Spokane and Seattle. He 
save that the residents of Nelson are 
almost unanimously in favorof incorpor- 
ating the town, and he, with John Elliot 
and Charles Hillyer, who are now in 
Victoria, were appointed delegates to try 
and procure the needed legislation to 
bring about that result. It is claimed 
by the people of Nelson that the town is 
now too large to thrive on strippings 
from the government teat, and that they 
are able and willing to ruBtle for them- 
selves, piovided the chance is given 
them. LaBt year over ICO houses were 
erected, and no town of like size in the 
province has as many pretty residences. 
But sidewalks, passable streets, and a 
sewerage system are needed, and they 
can best be" got through the incorpor- 
ation of the town. 

bast year was a prosperous one for 
Southern Kootenay, and all its towns 
thrived. This year will be equally good. 
The mines in Slocan, Ains worth, Nelson 
and Trail mining divisions will probably 
double their output. During January 
they shipped ore of the value of $750,000, 
and if it had all been smelted within the 
district there would be no more prosper- 
ous section of country in America. But 
owing to the high price of coke, and oth- 
er causes, it is not likely that any large 
tonnage of Slocan and Ainsworth ore 
will be smelted within the district until 
the completion of the Crow's Nest Pass 
railway. The smelters at Nelson and 
Trail now pav about $14 a ton for the 
coke used. Were that price cut in two, 
both these smelters would be in a posi- 
tion to compete with American smelters 
for the treatment of silver-lead ore. 

There is no great interest felt in South- 
em Kootenay over the construction of a 
new road to the coast. The wholesale 
merchants of Victoria and Vancouver 
already have competitive freight routes 
to Kootenay points like Nelson, Kaslo, 
Sandon and Rossland. While a new- 
road would add another competitor, the 
country through which it is projected 
would, says Mr, Houston, probably he 
well served by the extension of "the 
Shuswapii Okanagan from Penliction, 
and by the building of Corbin's projected 
mad from a point on the Spokane A 
Northern. Nelson Kaslo, Sandon and 
Rossland have just such railway connec- 
tions, and they are all thriving. 

If the provincial government believes 
the province is in a position to aid the 
building of railways, let the aid be given 
to trunk railways "that will open up inue- 
cessable portions of the province; but it 
should drop the policy of building short 
branch roads and handing them over 
free to trunk roads. 

As regards the mineral act, there is 
no express desire in Kootenay for 
changes. Working miners naturally ob- 
ject to pay ing a tax not exacted from 
other working men, and claim that own- 
ers can see no good reason why they 
should not be allowed to acquire the 
surface rights of their claims. Mine 
owners, as a rule, do not object to pay- 
ing their share of taxation, piovided 
always, that the taxation is equitably 
adjusted. 

Yesterday another mining company 
was registered, the Beaudetto Mining 
Co., of Sandon with a capital stock of 
?(>00.000. The property which ia on 
Cariboo creek in Sandon district and 
consists of the Beaudette claims No. 1, 
2 and 3. The trustees are Messrs. D. J. 
Darragh, A. A McPherson, H. Thomas 
and Mr. D. McD. Hunter, secretary- 
treasurer. Mr. Hunter, who has been 
in town for some time in connection 
with this business and the registration 
of the Heatherbell Co., left for home 
last night having successfully accom- 
plished what ho had come for.

Bert Scriver, jjli ppery fish for whom 
the provincial, police have been quietly 
angling for a -month buck, was neatly 
lauded yesterday, and by last night's 
boat wn.s norA up to Rossland t6 answer 
a charge 'of forgery. He was first re- 
ported «.t one place and then at another, 
and while Superintendent Hussey has 
repeatedly had men on the trail and 
even sent a constable over the Sound to 
hunt for him, somehow or other Scriver 
disappeared always before he could be 
arrested. On Friday night, however, it 
was reported that he was in town, and 
inquiries wero set on foot as to his 
whereabouts. Sergeant Langley yester- 
day ascertained that a man answering 
his description was staying at one of the 
city hotels under the name of Foster, 
and without ado arrested him. For a 
short time Scriver stoutly maintained 
that his name was Foster, but when he 
found the bluff would not work, acknowl- 
edged himself to he the man wanted. 

Scriver who was living at Rossland 
during the early part of the winter was 
paid on December IS, by a check signed 
by John Ooettsche, on the Hank ol Mon- 
treal, Rossland. When Ooettsche had 
his balance made up at the bank in the 
early part of January he found charged 
up against him a second check in favor 
of Bert Scriver for if'_'50. This latter 
check Ooettsche pronounced to be a 
forgery and so informed the police. In 
the meantime Scriver had come to Vic- 
toria and here ho bad another check 
cashed signed with Cioettsehe's name, 
Mr. Steve O'Brien being the victim this 
time, for having secured an introduction 
to him Scriver got Mr. O'Brien to en- 
dorse the check which was if 45. This 
check when sent up to Rossland for col- 
lection was also pronounced by Mr. 
Ooettsche to be a forgery. Scriver mean- 
time transferred himself across the 
Sound and is now wanted in Portland 
for another forgery. 

The police not being able to lay bands 
on Scriver quietly waited. Their patience 
hns been rewarded, for Scriver evidently 
thought he was safe and on Tuesday 
came to Victoria, his intention being to 
take the next steamer for Honolulu.

NEW GERMAN TARIFF. 

To Be Used Afs n Menus of Coercing iUvnl 
Industrial Communities. 

Beiilin, Feb. 13.— A statement made 
in the reichstag by Count Posodosweld, 
secretary of the imperial treasury, that 
the so-called autonomist tariff will be 
adopted by the government, has created 
a sensation in commercial, and financial 
circles, as it is the general belief that 
such a tarill at the expiration of exist- 
ing commercial treaties will be used as a 
weapoYi against the countries whose 
competition is dreaded |the most 
and against the United States. An 
official of the foreign office, who enjoys 
the full confidence of Baron Marschalvon 
Bieberstein, minister for foreign affairs, 
says that the new tariff' will be prepared 
jointly by the foreign office and finance 
department. The first stage, of the work 
is just begun. Expert/ statements are 
being obtained from every point of the 
empire in order to get an accurate pic- 
ture of the condition of the various in- 
dustries and trades, and especially bus 
bandry, so as to fix precisely the de 
gree the. protection needed in each 
case. The new tariff based on this in 
quiry will be passed by the reichstag in 
time to be used as a means of pressure to 
conclude favorable treaties, dating from 
1903. 



TOTAL LOSS OF MANHOOD. 



Washington, Feb. 13. — Representa 
five Cummings of New York has intro 
duced a resolution requesting the Secre 
tary of State to givo the house of rcpie 
sentatives any information he may have 
concerning the incident of the stripping 
of three lady passengers on board the U. 
S. mail steamer t llivette in the harbor of 
Havana, by Spanish soldiers and detec- 
tives. The resolution was referred 
to committee on foreign affairs, and a 
favorable report is expected next Wed 
nesday. Mr. Cummings said: " If an 
English woman on an English vessel 
had been stripped by Spanish officers, 
as it has been alleged that an American 
woman was stripped, within -IS hours 
Moro Castle would come down or some 
apology' would be made for it. I doubt 
even if Japan would hnve stood it. In 
my opinion it indicates a total loss of 
manhood and the keenest sympathy with 
savage inhumanity." 

FRANCO-GERMAN " ENTENTE," 

Bismarck's Journal Does Not See That an 
Understanding Can Be Arrived At. 

Berlin, Feb. 13 — Articles publishe 
in the press as to the advisability of a 
Franco-German entente against Great 
Britain are followed with much interest 
here. Prince Bismarck's organ, the 
Hamburger Nachrichten says: "Much 
as we '.ike to welcome in the interests of 
peace, the choice of Fiance in favor of 
Germrny against England, yet 
we do not believe that French 
politics will yet make such a choice 
France is ready temporarily to co-oper 
ate with Germany in the instance ol the 
far East or in the African colonies, wl 
directed against England, especially if 
Russia sanctions, but we do not believe 
for a moment that France, under any 
circumstances, would relinquish her 
hopes of recovering Alsace-Lorraine and 
regaining military and political pre 
ponderance in Europe."
